"Good as our schools are they leave 


much undone. We are not teaching 
our ooys and girls how to work. We 
turn them out—speaking o fthe coun- 
try as a whole—at fourteen years of 
age, the larger part of them, from our 
grammar 
schools 
with a certain 


amount of academic knowledge, but 
without any training whatever for 


—th« reat-mjnrlSfTIfe: 
"The boy suf- 


fers in his pay and in his product a 


»good many years before he can pick 
up by questioning here and there or 
learn from mistakes how to support 
himself at a definite trade. The girl 
suffers perhaps worse with a terrible 
cost to the nation in wrecked wo- 
manhood. 


"I have not time to go into the 


tragic question of the need for indus- 
trial education, into the thought of 
the wasted young lives 
that 
lack 


leadership, that go out into 
the 


world not knowing how to do any 
one thing well. It is one of the real 
tragedies that has its pitiful reactions 
in every industrial home. The me- 
chanic would have his son learn a 
trade well and not ha\e to struggle 
to get it as his father did. A mother 
would have her daughter taught some- 
thing which will keep her alive in 
decency and in safety and without 
the risks young working women so 
often must run. 


"The thought of the nation has 


been too supine on this matter, but 
it is now beginning to awake, and the 
quick response of the young people 
to vocational education in the states 
where it is furnished;

from the olden times, and it is because 
it Is deemed unsafe to discuss our for- 
eign relations in the open 
It sounds 


rather queer, too. that a treaty with a 
foreign nation which affects all our 
people •should be negotiated and rati- 
fied in secret and that the people of 
the country should not know either the 
contents of the treaty the necessity 
for its negotiation or the benefits or 
disadvantages it may contain

nation that has made a treaty with us 
has secured the better terms, and this 
might not have happened if the trea- 
ties had been considered in open ses- 
sion and public discussion upon them 
had been unchecked and intelligent

DEATH CLAIMS 


ONE OF NEWARK'S 


OLDEST CITIZENS 


Newark lost one of its best known 


and oldest citizens on Tuesday night 
when death claimed John McCarthy 
of North Sixth street, who died very 
suddenly, although he had been in 
failing health since last August. 


Mr. McCarthy was always one of 


Newark's foremost citizens, his fam- 
ily being among the early settlers 
here, and he was for a number of 
years a well known business man, 
being in the grocery business for 25 
years and was a director and presi- 
dent of the first building association 
ever organized in Newark. Later in 
life he engaged in the insurance busi- 
ness of Irish parentage he possessed 
many lovable characteristics which 
won for him innumerable friends. 


The deceased was born in County 


Cork. Ireland in the year 1837, and 
when but five weeks old his parents 
brought him to this country landing 
at Novia Scotia. Later they went to 
Rochester, N. Y. and from there came 
to Newark by way of *be canal in 
1841.

Clarence Caley, 35, an oil well 


driller residing at Hebron, will wear 
for the rest of his life,/a piece of his 
rib in his skull as the result of an 
operation 
performed Tuesday 
at 


Grant 
Hospital, Columbus, by Dr 


R R. Kahle assisted by Dr. L. L. 
Bigelow. 
The operation was per- 


formed to relieve Caley of intense 
headaches from which he has suffer- 
ed for several months, following his 
recovery 
from 
a fractured 
skull, 


caused by a blow on the head from 
a piece of iron which fell from the 
top of an oil derrick. 


Caley's skull was fractured four 


months ago when he was struck by 
a piece of iron falling from an oil 
well derrick. 
Surgeons removed a 


piece of the skull which began to de- 
cay. 
The process of healing left a 


scar inside the skull which pressed 
against the brain, causing the head- 
aches. 


Dr. R.R. Kahle Tuesday chiseled 
a hole in Caley's skull and removed 
the scarred part of the bone. Then 
he made an incision in Caley's righi 
side, sawed off a four-inch strip of 
one of the man's ribs, shaped it to 
fit the hole in the skull and im- 
planted the piece of rib in the man's 
head. 


"So far as I know,"Dr. Kahle said, 


no similar operation ever has been 


performed. We expect Caley to be as 
good as ever within three or four 
weeks. He'll never miss that piece 
of rib.'

Newfoundland, famed for its fish 


and its dogs, has produced many 
statesmen of great ability, but 
few- 


have gained greater fame beyond the 
confines of the colony than the Rt. 
Hon Sir Robert Bond, the former 
premier, who last month announced 
his withdrawal from public life. He 
was born in Torquay. Eng., &7 years 
ago today, and -nas descended from 
an old family of that 
Devonshire 


which is sn familiar to all readers of 
Eden Phillpotts. 
His father, John 


Bond, for more than half a centurr 
conducted a large mercantile busi- 
ness in St John's, the Newfoundland 
capital 
The future statesman was 


educated for the law. but entered 
politics before he was called to the 
bar. 
He entered the legislature in 


1882, became speaker of the house 
of assembly two years later, and at 
the age of 32 became an executive 
councilor 
with 
the 
portfolio 
of 


colonial secretary 


Early in his career Sir Robert be- 


came prominent in international af- 
fairs, and was especially conspicuous 
in negotiations concerning the New- 
foundland fisheries. In 1890 he was 
appointed to assist Lord Pauncefote 
in negotiating a reciprocity treaty 
-with the United States, and he was 
largely instrumental in 
completing 


what is known as ihe Blame-Bond 
convention 
In 1902 he reopened ne- 


gotiations for reciprocal trade be- 
tween Newfoundland and the Unit- 
ed States, and concluded the Hay- 
Bond treaty, which was rejected by 
the United States senate. 
He be- 


came premier of Newfoundland in 
1900, and was knighted the follow- 
ing year. His ability won wide rec- 
ognition 
in 
the 
mother country, 


where in 1907 he was given the free- 
dom of the city of London, Bristol 
and Manchester. 


King Wilhelm of 
Wurttemberg, 


who has occupied the throne of that 
ocuntry since 1891. was born sixty- 
two years ago today.

BEES. 


Estimates, bassed on reliable data, 


show that bees in the United States 
produce $25.000.000 worth'of honey 
and beeswax annually. 
This amount, 


if loaded on 40-foot freight care hold- 
ing 30,000 pounds each, \\ould make 
a solid train SO miles long. 
From 


these figures it can be seen that the 
little bee furnishes the people of this 
country with an enormous amount of 
valuable food. 
However, producing 


honey and beesvtax is not the only 
function of the bee. The greatest 
economic value of the bee comes from 
the part that it plays in the pollina- 
tion of fruit trees and certain farm 
crops. 
Orchardists are 
especially 


cognizant of this important factor and 
many believe that the best crop of 
apples would be an impossibility with- 
out the aid of the bee in helping to 
distribute the pollen. Two orchard- 
ists by the name of Van Rensselear 
and Southan leased an old orchard 
of fifty acres near Cleveland. Ohio. 
Before they took charge the orchard 
had yielded almost no return to the 


o^ner. Not only did^the lessees be- 
gin to prune and spray but they had 
more than 50 colonies of bee? put in 
the orchard, as it was the - belief 
that thej could not grow fruit to ad- 
vantage without bees. 
In the fall of 


1913 "they harvested 16,00o bushels 
of apples. The bees they said, play- 
ed no small part in produung that 
excellent crop. 
Many other more ex 


periences have shown the Lee to be 
responsible for better crops of seed 
from many farm crop?. It' :s for the 
part it pajs in the 
pollination of 


fruits and farm crops thst the bee 
is valued at many times its worth as 
a producer of hone> and beeswax.

On tbe 7th day of ouober, 1852, the 


ship Princess left 
\ustrjilia with a 


cargo of wool «ml other articles valued 
at $230,000. She h id m her treasure 
room gold in dust, Kits and coin aggre- 
gating $1,300,000. 
blie A\ as never heard 


from. 


In June, 1868, euliieen years after 


the loss of the Princes, 1 was one of 
the crew of tue Boston whaler Talis- 
man, 
which was tijiug the cruising 


ground on the south of Cape Horn. 
We had had a fan iun of luck when 
we got a gale from the north which 
lasted for four dajb and nights with- 
out a break. This dro\e us away south 
among the ice, aud on a dozen different 
occasions the ship w.ib within a hair's 
breadth of being cast away or over- 
whelmed. After the fourth day of the 
gale there was a <alni lasting thirty 
hours. During this interval the Talis- 
man lay between tw o monster icebergs, 
with her boats dow 11 and ready to tow 
her out of tbe way should they close 
in on her. 
Then \\e got a strong 


breeze from the east 


Sometimes we lay moored to a berg 


for several hours; again we were 
pounding among the great cakes of 
ice, which threatened every moment to 
crush in her sides. We Uad been driv- 
ing to th£ southeast for three days 
when the breeze fell and left us on a 
heaving sea. with a monster iceberg 
about two miles away to the south. 


The ship bad thus far sustained little 


damage, but the ciew were exhausted 
with the hard work and constant vigi- 
lance. 
The men were given an all 


day's rest, and no incident occurred 
until late in tbe afternoon. The mass 
of ice had a front a miie long on our 
side, with an average height of 300 feet. 
What its width was we could not say. 
We were astonished to see smoke ris- 
ing from the far side of it 
No one 


doubted that it came from a fire lighted 
by shipwrecked 
sailors, 
who 
had 


caught sight of the Talisman and were 
making her a signal. 


The third mate and three men were 


ordered off in one of the whaleboats to 
investigate, and I was one of the three 
selected. We took with us a breaker 
of fresh water, a bottle of rum, bread. 
meat, blankets, a boat compass aud a 
lantern, and darkness fell as we pulled 
away from the ship 


We pulled to pass the western face 


of the berg and found it to be about 
half a mile long. As we reached its 
southern limit and turned to the east 
we * caught sight of a small fire on a 
ledge about 100 feet above the water. 
As soon as we got up to it the mate 
hailed and was1 promptly answered 
that there wereiwo men on the ledge. 
one of whom had a broken leg. There 
upon I was ordered to remain by the 
boat and hold, on, while the mate and 
the two men landed on the berg and 
began making tbeir way up to the 
ledge. 


Twenty minutes later the berg split, 


a fog settled down, and with it came a 
breeze. I did not know what to do, 
and so I laid in mjf oar. wrapped my- 
self in a blanket find sat down in the 
bottom of the boat Tou will think it 
queer that 1 fell asleep under the cir- 
cumstances, but that is exactly what 
happened, nor did I wake until day- 
light came again. Then I found my- 
self in an ice floe which was drifting 
to the south at the rate of about three 
miles an hour 


1 am not at all sure how long I diift- 


ed, but the general direction was south, 
and the time was at least four days 
and nights. On the morning of what 
was probably the fifth day I awoke to 
find that the floe had ceased drifting. 
and a quarter of a mile to the east of 
the boat was a mass of ice. 


It was a mile or more in length and 


not over thirty feet high and looked 
more like a wall resting on the water. 
The ice was yellow and dirty, with 
rocks embedded in it here and there. 
and I have no doubt that a good por- 
tion of it was the lower part of an 
iceberg which had turned turtle. Be- 
tween me and the wall was a jumble 
of ice. over which it seemed irnpo<«sib!c 
to make my way. but as soon as I bad 
broken my fast I <*et out to try it. 
It 


took me a full honr to make that quar- 
ter of a miie. but at length 1 reached 
the wall and found that I could easily 
get up its rough side. When I reactied 
tbe top it was to discover that the 
mass of ice was almost a cube, with n 
great hollow in its surface to remind 
one of the crater of a volcano. 


In the center «>f this hollow lay a 


mass of wrecknso. and after a loag 
Stare, half ncliotinc my eyes deceit ed 
me. I slid down and began Investiga- 
tion
